He refused to admit any relation 
to the Batavia murder during his hos- 
pital confinement until the develop- 
ment of peritonitis alarmed him and 
he was told he could not recover. 
Then, making the Jeske confession, he 
also admitted the murder of two oth- 
ers, in New

for three or four years.” 

Johnson served a year New 
York asylum for criminal insane, and 
upon his disclarge in 1925 went to 
Chicago. 

Dual Role Not Suspected. 

Even while he was making the con- 
fession, his friends continued a search 
tor the hard-working carpenter, known 
(C‘arlson, wondered why he 
disappeared from his 
usual haunts, 
dual personality.

He again flew out 
to sea, and alighted there, later to 
be towed iato a safe harbor in Con- 
cepcion bay. 

Flew 1,432 Miles. 

The distance traversed was about 

1,452 miles, and the Spanish aviators

_buee, the Brazilian mainland. 


The intrepid birdmen took off from 
Ribeiro Do Infierno bay, Porto Praia, 
Cape Verde Islands, at 6:10 o'clock 
this morning.

Only three men of the original five 
took part in today’s adventure. Al- 
fonso, the photographer, was left be- 
hind at Las Palmas, Canary Islands, 
while Ensign Duran, representing the 
Spanish military air service, was 
dropped off at Porto Praia. This en- 
abled the seaplane to take on more 
fuel, 

The flight was not only the long- 
est thus far undertaken and the most 
hazardous, but it called for great en- 
duranee because of the crossing’ of 
the equator, with broiling sun and 
depressing humidity.

Franco, seeking to be the first Span- 
lard to attain the honor of flying 
from Spain to Buenos Aires, set forth 
from Huelva on January 22.

It pro- 
poses to pave 4,200 miles, the main 
traveled roads of the state highway 
system, and gravel dress the remainder 
in seven years from the proceeds of 
the bond issue spent at the rate of 
$10,000,000 per year, together with 
current income, and retire the whole

“The issue also will refund to coun-

about. 

“Another reason I am for the bond

Death threats in the underworld 

against Ambrose Ross today led Gov- 


ernor Smith to instruct state, county 
and local police to guard Ross close- 
ly on Monday when the convicted 
murderer, twice saved from the elec- 
tric chair, is taken from Sing Sing 
to Mineola, L. I. 


The fury of the underworld today 
was made known to Superintendent 
of Prisons James L. Long, and Dis- 
trict Attorney Elvin Edwards, of 
Nassau county. 

.“We will get that squealer before 
he has another chance to snitch,” 
was the threat that was carried b 
stool pigeons to Nassau county offi- 
cials, 

This warning was transmitted to 
the governor, who, in turn, notified 
the state troopers, armed guards at 
Sing Sing, county detectives and coun- 
ty troopers of Nassau @hd the police 
to make special arrangements to 
guard Ross. As a result more than 
50 armed officers will guard him. 

Ross wilk be taken from Sing Sing 
early Monday in an armored car to 
the courthouse in Mineola. There he 
wil be aj witness against Stanley 
Klevana, who goes on trial for his 
life for the third time. Klevana is 
accused of participating in the bank

At Sing Sing no information was 
given as to the time Ross will leave. 

With a detail of state froopers in 
sidecars, each car bearing a_ uni- 
formed guard with a rifle over his 
knee, the procession will proceed by 
a little used route, avoiding the main 
highways. 

Three other automobiles carrying 
armed guards from the prison will 
also make the trip to the Mineola 
courthouse with Ross, 

When the cOnvicted murderer reach- 
es the boundary of Manhattan, a squad 
of New York motorcycle police will 
join the escort. Near the Nassau 
county border, a detachment of Nas- 
sau county detectives in two cars will 
attach to the Ross guard. At Mineola, 
Chief of Police A. W. Skidmore will 
detail 12 uniformed men and two 
sergeants to assist in the safeguarding 
of the prisoner. 

The courthouse in Mineola will be 
a veritable arsenal. Riet guns will 
be ready for any emergency, and those 
who attefd the trial will be searched 
before they enter the courtroom. The 
general public will not gain admit- 
tance, according to an order issued 
today by District Attorney Edwards. 

Throughout the trial, ‘which will 
last at least three days, the same pro- 
tection will be afforded Ross.

Athens, Ga., January 30.—(Spe- 
cial.) —That the educational forces of 
Georgia are united in their legislative 
program to be laid before the extra 
session which Governor Clifford M. 
Walker has called for February 24 is 
indicated in a statement on “the needs 
of the colleges,” which is announced 
by Chancellor Charles M. Snelling of 
the University of Georgia. State Su- 
perintendent Fort E. Land, has also 


outlined a pragenes for legislation af- 
fecting public schools. Chancellor 
Snelling’s statement follows: 

“‘The colleges of the state are agreed to 
that the opportunity of a decade is offered 
them in this extraordinary session of the 
legislature. Struggling as they have dur- 
ing the past 20 years to provide training 
and equipment for life work, inspiration and 
culture for living to the youth of the state, 
with the same old equipment, they are look- 
ing with hope and confidence to our legis- 
lators. They beliete that at last their ery 
is to be heard. 

“Since practically nothing has been appro- 
priated from the state treasury for buildings 
and equipment over a long period, we recog- 


nize that it would be impossible for the leg-. 


islature to submit a bond issue that would 
adequately equip the institutions, or bring 
our facilities to the point where they could 
be compared with the state supported insti- 
tutions of some advanced states. We are 
just as much interested in the proper devel- 
opment of the elementary and high schools 
as the colleges, and we are eager to see 
the legislature adopt a full rounded edu- 
cational policy that will provide help where 
it is needed. 

‘For thie reason the state institutions 
are preparing for the legislature a brief 
statement of their emergency needs, which 
will be presented to the legislature along 
with the requests of the common schools. 
We believe that these needs can only be 
met at the present time by a bond issue: 
the bonds to be issued as needed. We. con. 
sider this the fairest, the most practica! 
plan for such. capital outlay, as it enables 
those who benefit most to share in paying 
the cost. We are certain that Georgia. 
whose government is the least expensive 
of any state in the union, can easily handle 
the amortization of such bonds without in. 
creasing the tax Durden on those who are 
already overloaded—the property owners. 
Our present bonded debt is $1.82 per capita 
while the average of all the states in the 
union is $8.64, 

‘To increase our wealth and develop our 
natural resources, to train our civic leader- 
and teachers, to increase our culture an: 
enrich our life, the colleges of the state 
system have dedicated themselves. They 
only ask the legislature to give them the 
tools with which to work. As to the tota! 
amount of the bond issue, the manner i: 
which it is to be financed, we realize tho! 
these are questions for the lawgeaher We 
shall rest eur case with them.’

OVER TAX MEASURE

The act fixed the voting age at 25 
years and abolishes property holding 
qualifications, It is estimated that the

The law does not extend suffrage to 
women. It is regarded as the most im- 
portant development since the consti- 
tution was establishel, and its pas- 
sage by the diet in March of last 
year probably averted a government 
crisis. 

As originally introdiiced, the bill 
granted suffrage to some 14,000,000, 
but as the result of a bitter fight, a 
compromise measure was passed, re- 
ducing the number to between three 
and four million by exeluding from the 
franchise those “‘who, owing to payer- 
ty.” are dependent upon public or pri- 
vate assistance for their livelihood. 

An important feature is the dis- 
franchisement of heads of peers’ fami- 
lies, and peers are deprived of the 
right to election to the lower house.

When Schooner Is 
Swamped Near West 
Palm Beach. 


West Palm Beach, Fla., January 
30.—(?)—The terrific gale which has 
raged over the entire Atlantic coast

wrecking two vessels off shore here 
near Boca Raton with the probable 
loss of two lives.

To the Norwegian steamship Amer- 
ica goes the credit for succoring the 
survivors of both the Tifton and 
the tug Endurance, which was 
wrecked six miles off shore, all of 
the eleven members of the latter be- 
ing pieked up from a life boat without 
the loss of life.

Washington, January 30.—None of 
the various proposals so far ad- 
vanced for raising the price of farm 
products through manipulation of. the 
export surplus is acceptable to the 
Coolidge administration, it was learns 
ed today. 

Former Governor Lowden, of II- 
linois, and other proponents of sur- 
plus control plans are off on the 
wrong track, according to the admin-~ 
istration viewpoint. 

The demands for legislation that 
will operate to enhance prices, which 
are emanating chiefly from the corn 
belt, have been canvassed by the ad- 
ministration with the increasing con- 
viction that the schemes for artifi- 
cially increasing farm product prices 
on the domestic market are econemi- 
cally unsound. 

Only Germ in Dickinson Bill. 

Secretary of Agriculture Jardine 
has stated that he sees in the Dick- 
inson bill to segregate the export sur- 
plus the germ of a solution of the 
problem, but it now transpires that 
the feature of the measure he views 
with favor is not the plan for sell- 
ing the surplus abroad at a low 
price and at home at a higher price, 
and meeting the export loss from 
equalization fees paid by the farmer, 

It is understood that about all the 
administration regards of value in the 
Dickinson bill is the provision for a 
farm board created to deal with crises 
produced by crop surpluses. In the 


case of price depressiom or threat 
ened price depression, due to the pro+ 
duction of a surplus, this board would 


‘assist farm cooperatives to mobilize 


their activities in marketing the crop 
advantageously and in procuring cred- 
it to enable farmers to store their 
products awaiting a more favorable 
market. 
Would Be Criticised. . 

_ Farther than that the administra. . 
tion is not disposed to go. The gov. 
ernment, according to the administra- 
tion viewpoint, would subject itself to 
just criticism if it were to provide 
machinery enabling farmers to sell 
abroad at one price and at home at. 
a higher -price. The fact that the 
steel mills and certain other tariff-. 
protected industries habitually sell 
their surplus abroad below the prices 
charged American consumers jis not 
regarded as an argument in favor of — 
government action to enable the farm- 
do likewise. To legislate to 


as has been leveled at the tariff-pro- 
tected industries on the score of thig 
practice and tend to stir dissatisfac- 
tion with the protective tariff prin- 
ciple. . 

The administration, it thus seems, 
has taken note of RHepresentative 
Dickinson’s admission that his bill 
would operate to increase the cost of 
food to the American consumer, but 
has not been impressed with his com- 
ment that this is no more than the 
protective tariff does in the case of 
the protected manufactured articles. 

Not Sound Economically. 

_So, the administration is not cone 
vinced that export corporatians, ex- 
port surplus control, export bounties, 
export debentures, or outright price 
fixing measures like the MeNary- 
Haugen bill are sound economie de- 
vices for giving the farmer the same 
measure of protection in the. home 


The universal demand of the farm- 
ers is to be placed on an economie 
parity with industry. They say their 
home market price is fixed in the 
world market, whereas the manufac 
turer’s price is not so affected. In. 
the view of the administration, how- 
ever, the disparity between farmer 
and manufacturer is due to the fact 
that the latter regulates his produc- 
tion and stores his product so as to 
avoid price depression, while the 
farmer does not.

SCIENTISTS, ATTRACTED BY FEW BONES, MAKE FIND. 


Found in Lowlands of Peru

Tima, Desks, Stars 30.—The dis- 
covery of bly the oldest known 
traces of civilization in Peru, dating 
back to 1,000 years before the Chris- 
tian era, ig announced by Dr. Wil- 
liam Montgomery McGovern, of Lon- 
don university, who, in company with 
Dr. Julio Tello, curator of the Peru- 
viaa government archaeological mu- 
seum, and a graduate of Harvard, has 
returned from an exposition to the 
peninsula of Paracas, 25 miles south 
of the port of Pisco. 

Paracas peninsula is regarded by 
geologists as one of the few remnants 
of the-old Pacific continent, existing 
before rise of the Andean mountains. 
Paracas, in the Quechua language, 
signifies “windy,” and for thousands 
of years winds have driven sand over 
this outlying barren tongue of land. 

Attracted by a few scattered bones, 
broken pottery and shattered pieces 
of red porphyry and building stone, 
Drs. McGovern aad Tello, accompa- 
nied by a small party of scientists 
and students from San Marcos uni- 
versity, had been earrying on excava- 
tions for the past ten days at Paracas. 
Digging down through the overlying 
sand and into rock of the sloping hill- 
side, they located the porphyry walls 
of a city of unknown extent, which 
has been given the local name of Cerro 
Colorado. In the opinion of Dr. Me- 
Govern. the city dates back to around 

; . © The walls and court 
yards lie under 18 to 20 feet of sand. 


Strange Discovery Made. 


Adjacent to the city a strange dis- 
covery was made—that of an ancient 


village churchyard, in which the dead 
were entombed ya burial caverns 
shaped lilke huge, flat-bottomed wa- 
ter bottles, 16 feet in diameter at the 
bottom, and 10 feet high. The in- 


terior is reached by the bottle neck, 
or shaft, less than 3 feet in diam- 
eter, cut through 10 or 13 feet of 
tripoli and rock, the mouth of which 
lies under 6 or 10 feet of sand. With- 
in each of the 10 or 15 burial caverns 
so far explored, from five to fifteen 
mummies have been found, arranged 
in sitting postures around the cir- 
eular walls. 

Entering one of these strange bur- 
jal caverns through the narrow neck, 
Dr. McGovern describes the startling 
impression of dropping into the midst 
of a tribal council celebrated 3,000 
years ago. The burial caverns are 
rich in magnificent textile remains, 
although the pottery found therein 
was of an extremely primitive char- 
acter. 


Gold Head Bands Found. 


Numerous fiaely worked gold head 
bands, small articles of jewelry and 
other objects of gold have been found. 
The mummies of the chiefs hold in 
their hands intricately carved wooden 
staffs. The textile designs approxi- 
mate those of the famous lost primi- 
tive civilization of Tiahuanaco, in 
the Bolivian highlands. 

Located a short distance from Cerro 
Colorado lie the remains of a second 
city, Ideally named Caheza Larga, or 
Long Head, owing to the stratage de- 
formation of the eraniums of the 
mummies found therein. The culture 
of Cabeza Larga has been identified 
as pre-Nazcan, preceding the famous 
Nazean culture that flourished from 

250 to 750 A. D., before the estab- 
lishment of the Inca empire, 

The walls of Cabeza Larga also 
are built of red porphyry, and lie bur- 
ied under ten feet of desert sand. Dr. 
McGovern considers that in its hey- 
day Cabeza Larga had at least 10.000 
inhabitants, and flourished from pos- 
sibly 500 B. C., to the beginning of 
the Christian era.

Both women are natives of Haver- 
hill and while their fortunes paral- 
leled for a time, their cycles have 
been opposite. In the 1870's Maggie 
Cline was a factory girl in Haverhill, 
while “Gert” Swasey was the daugh- 
ter of a well-to-do real estate dealer. 
She was a student at the exclusive 
Bradford academy. 

The circus flares and the glaring 
footlights caused both girls to. leave 
their homes. Maggie went to Boston 
chorus and thence to Tony Pastor's 
in New York, where her fame anid 
fortune were made with “Throw Him 
Down. McCloskey” and other Jrish 
comedy songs. She prospered and to- 
day is comfortably retired in Redbank, 
New Jersey. 


Gert Swasey rode her circus horses 
to eyual fame and fortune. But 
through several causes today the 71- 
year-old woman is penniless. For 
years she has been a recluse here, 
garnering a meager living at menial 
tasks. Latterly even this slender liv- 
ing has been impossible and she fell 
behind with the rent.

Colonel Robins is one of a very dis- 
group, the outstanding 
leader of which is Senator Borah, w ho 
is preaching this gospel of making 
an outlaw of war. They are unwill- 
ing to compromise in any plan by 
which war may be made less horri- 
ble. They are unwilling to agree 
that our nation should unite with any 
group of nations in the enterprise of 
peace where war is even recognized 
as a possible result. For this reason 
are opposed to the United States 
entering the League of Nations, be- 
cause in doing so we might be called 
upon to discipline or punish some 
other nation whieh violated the man- 
date of the league. 
The Remedy. 

The distinguished gentlemen have 
a right to a fair and earnest examina- 
tion of their plan. There is imme- 


diate danger that the very phrase 
which they use may confuse clear 
thinking. To “outlaw war’’ is a fig- 
ure of speech in which we personify 
war itself. Practically, you cannot 
outlaw stealing. It.is the thief who 
has broken a law against stealing who 
becomes tthe outlaw. So, in this case, 
we must remember that the outlaw 
will be the armed nation who has 
broken the law which was made by 
all the nations. So, from this view- 
point, we are not handling an ab- 
straction, “war,” but dealing with an 
armed enemy who threatens the peace 
and safety of civilization. 

These gentlemen propose an inter- | 
national court which shall have the 


authority to try and convict the out- 
law. But laws are not mude by 
courts. Laws must be made by some 


can make a law which will outlaw a 
nation which makes war, the nations 


and enact such a law. 
As I understand it, these gentlemen | 
propose that our government shall | 
call some such conference for this pur- 
pose. But all the other nations, with 
the exception of Russia and ourselves, 
are already assembled at Geneva for 
the purpose, among many others, 
making a peaceful ‘world. 


A year ago a proposal in the form 
of a protocol, which had for its pur- 
pose the outlawing of any nation 
which sought to make aggressive war, 


was placed before the league, and 
finally defeated only because the 
United States would not. become a 
party to the agreement. England 
finally refused to sign because of the 
well-known fear that the United 
States might prove to be the nation 
which would have to be declared the 
outlaw. Senator Borah and his fol- 
lowers protest against our entrance 
into the league because they claim 
that the league still recognizes war 
and is organized under the war sys- 
tem. But at present we, too, recog- 
nize and are under the war ‘system. 
The only difference is that the other 
nations carry their guns under the 
direction and limitations of an inter- 
national agreement, while we carry 
our guns unlimited and independent 
of all international agreements. 


-If we would make a proposal to the 
other nations to “outlaw war,’ why 
call a separate conference from the 
League of Nations? England would 


be the same England and France the 
same Irance in «a conference at Wash- 
ington as they would be in a econfer- 
ence at Geneva. We could meet in 
the council chambers at Geneva with 
the same prestige and the same power 
of reason that we could in a confer- 
ence gailed in Washington or,» Lon- 
don. “Granted that the League of 
Nations, as at present organized, is 
not perfect and that in entering it 
we should assume responsibilities and 
run risks, are we so stupid as to 
think that we are not already run- 
ning the most dangerous risks by liv- 
ing in a war world without even a 
voice in the council of nations, where- 
by we might gradually change the ap-

The charges that there had been 
fraud in the conduct of the war began 
almost as soon as it Was over. The 
public was in a state of mind in which 
it seemed to prefer to believe the 
worst about its own people. That 
curious post-war psychology of the 
American people which expressed it- 
self widely in turning against the 
war president, Wilson, against our 
recent allies and in many other ways 
—that phenomenon will be analyzed 
some day by a competent student of 
crowd emotion. One wonders if a 
partial explanation lies in the fact 
that America was deprived of a chance 
to express its war-time anger normal- 
ly on the Germans. Just as Ameriva 
was getting into its fighting stride 
the enemy quit and left us no one on 
whom to vent our worked-up - and 
stored-up belligerency. It had to have 
some objective, it was looking for 
some one to fight; and so a consider- 
able portion of the American public, 
being deprived of a foreign enemy, 
turned against some of its own pev- 
ple. It is a worth-while speculation 
to query whether some of the angry 
contentiousness that ran through | 
America immediately after the war is 
to be explained on this theory of an 
aborted anger, tirning against itself, 
fermenting, becoming sour, and in the 
end turning back against the very 
hearts in which it had been brewed. 
However that may. be, there was a 
lot of that ingrowing contentiousness 
in America—group against group, the 
Ku-Klux Klan, race against race, the; 
League of Nations fight.

Attorney General Daugherty on 
May 9%, 1922, avrote President Hard- 
ing exculpating himself for the poor 
showing his denartment had so far 
made in the prosecution of war 
frauds: 

“As the country will soon. have rea- 
son to know... .°. influential per- 
sonages in thé government who: had 
knowledge of these transattions and 
were in a position to make disclosures 
were personally interested in conceal- 
ing them. . . The investigations 
in a number of the more important 
cases have been completed or are rap- 
idly nearing completion. In each in- 
stance they disclose a sufficient indi- 
cation that a crime has been commit- 
ted to warrant submitting them to a 
grand jury.

| One passage in Dawes’ testimony is 
‘extremely interesting for the light it 
throws on his methods of getting ideas 
he believes in before the public. The 
explosiveness with which Dawes saic 
“Hell and Maria,” and the explosive- 
ness with which he has attacked the 
Senate rules, are all part of a deliber- 
ate method. Dawes wanted to call pub- 
lic attention to the fact, at that time 
utterly lost in the maze of charges, 
that America had fought an honest 
war. and his use of “Hell and 
Maria” was his way of doing it. He 
knew that without some such sensa- 
'tion-making phrase the publie and the 
would give all the atten- 
ition to the charges and none to his 
idefense of the conduct of the war. 
This point of view, and also, inciden- 
tally, his opinion of the committee, 
was pyt in a few words: “Put Fatty 
Arbuckle, Douglas Fairbanks and 
Mary Pickford down in the park per- 
forming and this whole committee 
. would be down there and leaving wus 
alone.” He added that there would be 
ino news in his testimony “if it were 
inot for me_ standing around 
swearing.” 
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Dawes’ “Hell and Maria” did not. 
however, stop the investigations. The 
‘cetermination to find fraud and prose- 
cute it went on. Daugherty, Harding's 
attorney general, asked for and _ re- 
ceieved from congress $500,000, with 
whieh he organized the “war transac- 
‘tions section” of the department of 
justice. Subsequently, he received ad- 
ditional appropriations making $1,700,- 
‘000 in all. Later another million was 
appropriated. 

The prosecutions muddled along un- 
itil Jaugherty himself was forced out 
'of the cabinet in the spring of 1924. 
' His was Harlan F. Stone. 
;Stone undertook to bring order into 
‘the whole department of justice. 
‘Among other things he reorganized the 
ibureau for prosecuting war frauds and 
‘put in charge of it two clean, able 
; young lawyers, Paul Shipman = An- 
idrews, of Syracuse, N. Y., and Jerome 

Michael. a native of Athens, Ga., who 
; Was practicing law in New York. The 
work of these two lawyers, viewed 
merely as a difficult legal job and a 
ifine administrative achievement, is a 
jstory in itself. They found ‘pending 
(800 cases. The sheer bulk of many of 
them was formidable. One case oe- 
eupied fifty four-section filing cab- 
inets. At the time of its reorganiza- 
tion the bureau had about twenty- 
five lawyers. The new direetors ren- 
ovated and increased the personnel, 
nadding to it competent lawyers on a 
‘non-political basis. 

Dealing at this point with civil 
cases. only, the recoveries made by 
| the bureau of war transactions were 
$38.675.412.28, of which more than 8&3.- 
000,000 were obtained after Andrews 
and Michael took charge. 

‘That total of recoveries. more than 
$8,500,000, looks large. But-the es- 
sential truth lies in its relation to the 
total quantity of transactions in the 
war. From this standpoint the recoy- 
eries have been about 1-10 of 1 per 
cent of the total expenditures for war 
| supplies, Of course, considerably 

sreater re@overies might have been 
}imade had the bureau been organized 
'immediately after the war. It ji 
|} doubtful if any private corporation 
/car go through a_ period of vears, 
,even normal peace-time vears, with so 
j small a showing. Furthermore, in only 
| a small fraction of the cases was the 
element of outright: fraud involved. 
Mostly the points at issue grew out 
of mistaken interpretations of the 
laws by government officials during 
and after the war, and out of the su- 
perior bargaining capacity of private 
business over government agents. 

Turning to the cases involving 
fraud, that welter alleged by the crit- 
ics, out of which the expectation was 
to put a considerable portion of those 
who conducted the war into jail—out 
of that mountain of Daugherty’s in- 
vestigations, the molehill that emerged 
consists of two verdicts of guilty and 
one plea of guilty. 

The most conspicuous of the prose- 
cutions brought by the frand-hunting 
campaign, the one that was most re- 
lied upon to justify the wholesale 
charges of corruption, was the indict- 
ment of Benedict Crowell, who had 
been assistant secretary of war under

If the world conld only have had 
a court of justice to arbitrate 
between nations in 1014, the lives of a hun- 
dred thousand American boys and millions 
of other lives lost in the last war could 
have been aaved, Do vou not think I ought 
to do something to prevent andther = such 
war? I know the horrors of war through 
my correspondence with the fathers and 
mothers of thousands of Georgia soldier boys 
] have helped with their claima, 

1 visited the cemeteries in France and saw 
the graves of thousands of brave American 
bors, and the boy I loved the best in all 
the world, my brother's only child and the 
youngest captain in the army, was killed in 
France. You can understand why I sheuld 
he so opposed to war, and when my term 
is over I can look in the faces of the 
mothera and tell them that it was my privi- 
lege to help find a way to arbitrate our

When you or your neighbors differ about

1 have done everything I could to prevent 
foreigners from overflowing our shores, and 
as a member of the immixration committee 
will continue to do my utmost te keep them 
eut. Senator Jim Reed, of Missouri, who

NEW PITCHER 
| AN ‘IRON MAN’

If the Pittsburgh Pirates should be 
in need of an “iron man” during the 
coming season they have one in Alvin 
Floyd Crowder. Alvin pitched for 
Birmingham of the Southern associa- 
tion last season and made a good 
enough job of it to get a berth with 
the Buccos, Barney Dreyfus’ scouts 
considering the youngster worth a 
trial in the majors. 

It may or may not be a safe bet, 
but so far as the records show Crowd- 
er will be the only pitcher in the 


major league who was born at Win- 
‘ston-Salem, N. C., and who learned 
jhis baseball in the Philippines, but 
‘such is the case. Having been rn 
‘in 1900, Crowder was too young to 
even get in with the marines, horse 
or others, during the late war, and 
thus he had to keep his martial long- 
ings to himself until after the fight- 
ing was over. Then in 1920 he up 
and enlists in the army and in due 
time he lands at Manila. 

There wasn’t so much doing at the 
time among our dark-skinned cousins 
so time hung heavily on his hands. 
Needing some recreation, he started 
to play baseball. 

Having landed in San Francisco he 
looked for a baseball job and got one 
with the Frisco Seals. That was in 
August, 1922, according to Alvin him- 
self, but apparently it wasn’t much 
of a tryout as he failed to figure 
in the records. In the spring of 1923 
he traveled to the other side of the 
continent, landing at his home town, 
Winston-Salem, where he _ played 
throughout the season, winning ten 
and losing seven games.

Revision of the pitching regulations 
to permit the use of resin, already ap-® 
proved by the committee yesterday, 
was written into the rules today, re- 
quiring that “under the supervision 
and control of the umpire, the pitcher 
may use, to dry his hands, a small, 
finely meshed bag containing powdered 
resin, furnished by the league. “No 
application of the resin to the ball will

The amended 
rule now reads that with the batsman 
in, his proper position, “the ball shall 
uot be thrown by the piteher to any 
player other than the eatcher . . . 
except in an attempt to retire a base 
runner.’ If repeated after warnings 
by the umpire, the rule adds, the piteb- 
er shall be removed from the game. 

Another change provides that no 
substitutions shall be made while the 
ball is in play, complaint having been 
made by a minor league elub that a 
player substituted for a catcher just 
as the ball was thrown to the plate 
by the pitcher, made a foul fly cateh 
near the dugout. 

Delay of an hour and a half in a 
game last year resulted in a rule 
amendment deleting the clause giving 
the umpire permission to prolong con- 
tests after a 30-minute intermission 
on .account of rain. The rule now 
reads that at the end of a half hour, 
the “umpire shall have authority to’ 
end the game.” « -

Since the beginning of the auto- 
motive industry Pierce-Arrow has been 
one of the leaders in body building, 
its body plant occupying an impos- 
ing unit of the big Pierce-Arrow fac- 
tory at Buffalo. Many important de- 
velopments in the body building field 
have come from this unit of the Pierce-

TMs improvement in body build- 
ing, which has been called a “lami- 
nated joint,” is used in all parts of 
the Pierce-Arrow body that are sub- 
jected to twisting and weaving strains. 
It is nearly two and one-half times 
'as strong as the ordinary mortise 
and tenon joint. 

During the experiments conducted 
at the factory a. pressure of three 
and one-half tons was required to 
bend a Pierce-Arrow joint, measuring 
two and one-half by three inches. 

To manufacture this new jorat, in- 
stallation of machinery was required 
which made the same accuracy possi- 
ble in woodworking as in steel.

Superintendent Land in outlining 
the needs of the schools of the state 
stated that the educational program 
would be presented to the extra session 
of the legislature in February. 

The plan was presented to the par- 
ent-teacher executives, including the 
following recommendations: 

1—A change in the fiscal year to 
run from June 30 to June 30. 

2—A bond issue of $4,000,000 to pro- 
vide for the prompt payment of the: 
state school appropriation. 


3—-A state equalization fund over 
and above the regular state school 
appropriation to provide for the equal- 
ization of educational opportunities 
for all children in the state. 

4—A bond issue to be used as a 
bonus to consolidate schools, either 
for building or equipment, in any 
amount to be determined by the leg- 
islature, to be issued as needed. 

5—A building supervisor to insure 
proper construction of schoo] buildings 
embodying safety, economy and sani- 
tation. ‘ 

6—An act allowing independent 
school systems to vote on petitions on 
the question of merging with this 
country-wide system.

ARLY in life I showed farnt 
signs of rhythm, which is 
quite natural in children, but 
my mother thought I was a 
child wonder and exciaimed: 
2 “Ah! He is musical! We 

will buy him a pi ino and he shall have 
music lessons.” 

A few days later the piano arrived 
and behind it trailed the man who was 
to make me a seventh wonder. ‘The 
piano teacher was not a novice at the 
game and before many lessons he 
gave me up as a hopeless case. 


“You read music unusuglly well and 
you have a good sense of rhythm,” he 
said, ‘but you will never make a good 
pianist. ‘A natural gift of rhythm and 
a reading knowledge of music do not 
qualify one as a pianist. If you wish 
.to learn to play the piano, you must 
develop the muscles of your fingers 
by constant exercise. It takes hours 
and hours of practice before control 
over. the fingers is gained. Do you 
suppose Paderewski learned to. play 
the piano by spending his time on the 
baseball field? 

“You are lacking in muscular co- 
ordinations Yotr knowledge of mu- 
sic is all in your head; your fingers, 
they are dumb. I see th: ut you are not 


willing to practice the exercises which 
| have given you and therefore can 
not hold out any hope for you as a 
pianist.” 

And that little speech ended my 
career as a great musician, 


Some time after that. 1. took up 
swimming. A kind friend showed me 
a number of the principal strokes and 
| made a good job of committing to 
memory the various swimming move- 
ments before I went near the water. 
Never did I learn my studies so well 
as 1 memorized th@ various under- 
hand, overhand and@ other strokes in 
swimming.

When | 
realized that | had no means of reach- 
ing the surface, I cried for help, but 
that availed me nothing and filled my 
mouth full of dirty water. Thanks io 
one of the lifeguards, | am here to tell 
the tale. 

| mention the incident-of my failure 
to learn to swim and of my hopeless- 
Hess as a pianist because th: y brought 
home very forcibly the fact that if we 
are to learn to do anything with our 
hands or feet, we cannot be content 
with simply having in our heads a 
knowledge of how it is to be done; 
we must get that knowledge down to 
our hands or feet by intensive train- 
ing of the particular muscles which we 
wish to des elop. 

By constant practice we form a con- 
necting line beiween our head and out 
hands or teet.

The test of a good dancer is the 
ability to do the side steps. One may 
often dance well when taking a for- 
ward or backward step, but the side 
movement frequently acts as a stum- 
bling block. It is because of the dif- 
ficulty of doing the side movements 
that so many people naturally fall 
into the habit of doing the two-siep, 
when supposedly they are waltzing. 
That the second step in each waltz 
measure is a side step proves the im- 
portance of this movement in social 
dancing. 

The best way of learning this betes 
difficult of steps is by simply extenc 
ing one foot to the side and raising it 
as high as possible. To gain a good 
Sense of equilibrium, keep the body 
erect and raise the hand opposiie.

LTHOUGH, of course, he is 
not old enough to realize it, 
little Prince Michael, grand- 
son of King Ferdinand and 
Queen Marie of Roumania, 
is probably the untuckiest lit- 
tle child of royalty in all the world. 


Prince Michael was four years old 
last October. That birthday marked 
the end of his babyhood and now, just 
as he is beginning what should be the 
most joyous, carefree period of his 
life he is suddenly cruelly cheated of 
his boyhood by being thrown under 
the grim shadow of his country’s trou- 
bled throne. 


It is all the fault of Prince Carol, 
Michael’s good looking but. rather 
weak and pleasure loving father. 
Prince Carol has never been able to 
keep his heart staying long in the pos- 
session of any one woman—not even 
of his wife, little Michael’s mother, the 
former Princess Helen of Greece.

At once all the powers otf church 
and state were brought into action to 
make him give up his bride.

The victim of this unfortunate turn 
in Roumanian affairs to whom the 
sympathy of the world will most go 
out is little Prince Michael—an inno- 
cent bystander as it were—who has 
been caught in the web of his fickle 
father’s tangled love affairs and drawn 
into a situation in which if he were 
old enough to understand, he would 
never wish to be drawn so early in 
life. 

Prince Michael has lost his father. 


If the Roumanian royal family suc- 
ceeds in weathering the present storm 
and keeping a firm grip on the throne 
it is quite possible he will never see 
him again. And this boy was fond of 
his father. He had seen more of him 
than most children do of their fathers, 
for his mother and grandmother were 
continually bringing them together in 
the hope of making Prince Carol for- 
get Zyziz and her two children. .

Now that the grim shadow of Rou- 
mania’s throne has fallen on Prince 
Michael every detail of his life will be 


scrutinized and planned by men and. 


women who think they know just how 
a boy should be trained for future 
kingship. And unhappy little Michael 
will have no father or mother to stand 
by his side to help soften the rigidity 
of this discipline and to try to make 
him understand what is supposed to be 
the wisdom underlying it all.

Young Mrs. Bauer was not daunted. 
She was accustomed to commanding 
situations, not weeping over them. 

‘Never mind, mother,”’ she said. 
“You stay here and watch the chil- 
dren and I'll run and get help.” 

She started down Merrill avenue to 
a farmhouse. A Ford sedan met her. 
A dark man, with a brown overcoat, 
a brown fedora hat and tortoise rim- 
med glasses lifted the brown hat. He 
oftered to take her to the farmhouse. 
Mrs. Bauer waved to the little family 
group at the roadside, climbed imto 
the sedan and they whisked away. 

Twenty minutes later, Mrs. Bauer's 


body was found in a clump of wooded 
undergrowth four-tenths of a mile 
from her stalled car. The stop was 
in what had been called Lover’s Lane. 
It lies 1,500 feet from the intersec- 
tion of South and Merrill avenues, 
Chelsea. Half bare trees skirted the 
winding roadway. Sedge growth dot- 
fed the landscape. It was an ideal 
spot for making love or committing 
murder. 

Wood choppers swung their axes 
on a neighbor tract, clearing the 
ground for an old real estate specula- 
tor, whose ownership of a Ford car, 
of tortoise-rimmed glasses and prox- 
imity to the crime scene were des- 
tined to afford him some unhappy 
hours in the fast and furious roundup 
that the police and detectives made.

A man came 
along with a Ford sedan. He had 
black hair and a brown hat—and the 
glasses. He offered her a lift and she 
accepted. Then the man drove her, 
Over her protests, to a lonely spot. 

There he forced her to get out of 
the car and exhibited the first pistol 
She had ever seen. She told him a 
pitiful story and escaped. But the 
man was known to her. She could 
tell his name and where to find him.

Hoffman 
was taken to headquarters. He spoke 
with smiles. He had an alibi. He

fectly. He traced himself to Manhat- 
tan, down to a broker’s office and 
back. to the theater. His friend, 
Racey Parker, an employee of the 
theater, could tell what time he was 
there. 


Careful detectives work over many 
| details. These did. They ransacked 
| the section to see what express pack- 
_ ages Hoffman had sent after the mur- 
der. They inquired at the postoffice. 
At the latter they learned that Hoff- 

man had mailed a package four days 
after the murder to his brother Albert, 
who lived in Manhattan. 


Taking No Chances. 


And shortly thereafter a detective 
stood at the door of the brother’s flat. 


“I have come,” he said, ‘‘for that 
25 caliber automatic your brother 
mailed you on March 29.” 


Somehow or other the detective did 
not thing:he was taking any chances.

Campbell was on hand to tell about 
his former attack. Hoffman, mean- 
time, had been indicted for that of- 
fense. His first wife came to tell of 
her life with him. The piping, child- 
ish schoolgirl witness climbed into 
the chair to give her story under the 
sanction of an oath and the impres- 
sive atmosphere of the biggest audi- 
ence she had ever faced. 

Staten Island, primed for a lynch- 
ing party only a week before, was the 
rapt collective spectator at a great 
tragedy production. The play super- 
seded the hue and cry. 

The crowd was held in suspense as 
a brother came to testify against his 
own blood. The story of the send- 
ing of the pistol, and of the letter 
came from Albert Hoffman as coolly 
as though he had been called to talk 
about a stranger. Only the wife of 
the prisoner, militant and confident, 
remained to fight for him. She sat 
through the ordeal as a belligerent, 
ready to take any step for her hus- 
band’s freedom. 

And science came along to add the 
finishing flick to the remarkable dove- 
tailing of fact. 

A be-spectacled man climbed into 
the witness chair. He brought with 


him a bundle of photographs. At first 
glance they looked like the pictures 


that might have been taken from the. 


air of the crater of a volcano. The 
man of science explained his pictures. 


They represented the backs of the 
two brass shells that had been found 
on the ground near the body of Mrs. 
Bauer. The pictures had been taken 
microscopically and were greatly en- 
larged, until they showed every dent 
and crack in the brass. In the end of 
each shell was the “cap” or primer, 


a softer bit of -brass~charved with 
fulminate of mercury.

When a pistol is fired, the ham- 


mer falls on the firing p 
steel that works through a hole in the 
breech block. The firing pin strikes 
the cap and the concussion fires the 
pistol. The man of science—Prof. 
Frank N. Whittier, of Bowdoin col- 


in. a bit of 


lege—produced the pictures of the 
caps and called attention to the out- 
lines of the dents made by the plung- 
ing firing pin. To be sure, they were 
easily marked and just as simple to 
see, in their magnified form. 

And then he produced microscopic 
pictures of the end.of the firing pin, 
showing its recesses and projections— 
all works of the human hand of the 
kind have their individual detects. 

The marks on the firing pin coin- 
cided exactly with those on the cap. 

The expert said. that no other pis- 
tol could have exploded those shells. 

The jury got the case. For eleven 
hours and twenty-five minutes, the 
twelve men deliberated over their 
verdict. It was on the morning of 
May 29, 1924 that they marched into 
the couriroom to deliver it 

Guilty of murder IN THE SECOND 
degree. 


Justice had traded. Part of the 
jury favored a first degree verdict. A 
majority did not. The men who 
voted against the electric chair dick- 
ered with their fellows who favored 
it and the result was the compromise 
verdict. 


Hoffman, for the time, accepted it 
cheerfully. But why? He had been 
either guilty- of first degree murder or 
of nothing at all. 
lutely no element of second degree 
murder in his case. 

Judge Tiernan had no alternative in 
the sentence. The law called for an 
indeterminate sentence of from twen- 
ty years to life for the offense. And 
Hoffman went away to serve it. 

The regular figuring? of service time 
makes such a sentence amount to 
twelve years and six months. In New 
York the average man who gets this 
punishment serves about nine years.

Hoffman’s wife renmeained faithful 
to her husband, retterating her belief 
in his innocence in many interviews, 
but she did not take the witness stand 
to testify in his defense at his trial. 

It was with great surprise then that 
it was learned, little more than a year 
after Hoffman’s conviction, that the 
mother of his two children had ob- 
tained a quiet divorce from her con- 
vict husband and had married Frank 
Rankin, a young man of 20. Mrs, 
Hoffman was 29. They lived for a 
time at Elizabeth, N. J. 


Mrs. Hoffman refused to discuss the 
circumstances of her divorce and there 
was considerable mystery about it. A

HAT ails youth? 

With every new incident of 
crime committed by a mem- 
ber of the younger genera- 
tion the question is advanced. 

s-%} And a sweeping condemna- 
tion of the entire group known as the 
younger generation follows. 

That there is something wrong with 
a certain portion of our young people 
cannot be denied. District attorneys 
and other officials of law ciaim youth- 
ful offenders are supplanting in num- 
bers the hardened, mature criminals 
of an earlier day, and women like Mrs. 
Mary Hamilton, in charge of New 
York’s female police department, re- 


port .appalling conditions of vice 
among girls. 
Nevertheless, it 1s unfair to em- 


brace the whole crop of youth In a 
charge of waywardness. They deserve 
fairer treatment from us elders. They 
it for no other reason than 
that the offenders among them are of- 
fenders principally because of laxity 
of parenial control, of bad parental ex- 
ample, and.of indifference on the part 
of elders generally over the plight in 
which many of this younger. genera- 
tion finds itself. Through no fault of 
their own they are living in cooped up 
quarters that provide no opportunity 
for them to rid themselves normally 
of that excess energy for which youth 
has ever been noted and without which 
it would not be worth its salt. 

The saner diagnosticians are prob- 
ing the parents now to locate the 
source of the ailments of youth. They 
are on the right track. ‘There never 
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was a time when parenthood was a 
harder job and never a time when selt- 
indulgence and bad example were 
practiced so diligently by parems. 
Remedy Lies With Elders. 
Whatever the causes of this debacle 
of youth, and many have been ad- 
vanced in exoneration, of parents 


(cheap literature, live-your-own-life 
propaganda, the movies, the automo- 
bile, the jazz age), the remedy lies 
with the older generation. It rests 
with parents in better control of them- 
selves and with adults generally who 
will get together to provide a healthier 
outlet for the surplus energy of youth. 

These young people cannot help it 


that they were born in a generation 
that saw an upheaval with so devas- 
tating an aftermath as the World war. 
But parents can help them. They can 
help by decent example. Not only the 
individual parent, but the whole body 
of elders to whom the young must nat- 
urally look for guidance can put their 
shoulders to the wheel and help 
straighten out this vital problem of 
youth. 


There is no end of good in_ that 
much maligned younger crowd, even 
among the so-called wild ones, if it 
were only given half a chance to blos- 
som. You could not be the confidante 
of thousands of them, as I am, and not 
realize they are. waging a terrific up- 
hill fight. Some God-given. instinct 
possesses them to want to do the right 
thing. They are not happy doing the 
wrong. Yet they see on every hand 
the transgressors getting away with 
everything from: petty vice to murder 
and they are plainly confused. 


It is not an unusual thing to get a 
letter from some thoughtful member 
of that younger crowd complaining 
about the conduct of their elders. It 
might come as a stunning surprise to 
a number of parents to learn what is 
going on.in the back of the minds of 
their children. The thoughtful among 
them, and, believe me, they are plenti- 
ful enough in number to make me 
their champion, are crying out for that 
old-fashioned parent in whose virtue, 
ruggedness and strength of character 
they may have inyplicit faith.

The Enlarging Conception of God. 


FURTHER

of Biblical.inierpre- 
tation. 

The historic spirit 
in the study of lit- 
| trature which began 

Rev. W. P. King with Lessing and 
Herder in the eighteenth century was 
revolutionary in its effects. It soon 
became evident that since the Bible 
was the revelation of a historic re- 
ligion, that it could rightly claim no 
exemption from the application of the 
historical method. 


The better understanding of the lit- 
erature of the Bible prevents us from 
hardening poetical imagery and poeti- 
cal descriptions of God into literal 
prose. 


The Bible that come to be inter- 
preted according to its purpose, which 
was a religious one, and therefore it 
is not to be regarded as an authority 
on modern science. 

We can readily see that the idea of 
God made necessary by modern sci- 
ence is a widely different idea from 
that which belonged to ancient sci- 
ence. However, bitter opposition has 
always been the hard lot of those who 
have not interpreted the Bible as 
authority on modern science. 

Augustine said to the scientists of 
his day: ‘‘If you assert that people 
can live on the other side of the earth, 
you give the lie direct to the Holy 
Ghost.” : 

Both Calvin and Luther opposed 
Copernicus and Luther called him a 
fool because he contradicted the book 
of Joshua in which it is clearly stated 
that the sun moves while the earth 
Stands still. 

am: 4.  E. - Jefferson. ‘writes: 
“Through a large part of the nine- 


teenth century it was stoutly, main- 
tained that the early chapters in Gen- 
esis are scientifically true. All sorts 
of expedients were adopted in order 
to harmonize science with the Bible, 
geology with Genesis; but all these at- 
tempts failed. And all such attempts 
must forever fail, for the Bible is not 
a book of science, but a book of re- 
ligion. The men who wrote the 
Scriptures knew nothing of science as 
we understand it today. 


Henry Drummond has well said: 
“If the purpose of the Bible had been 
to teach science, it would have taught 
medicine first of all, since that is the 
most useful science.” 


When opposition was aroused 
against Bishop Colenzo, following his 
book on the Pentateuch with its sane 
interpretation, he exclaimed, ‘‘Shall 
a man speak lies in the name of the 
Lord?” | 


The historical method gave us. fur- 
thermore the idea of the progressive- 
ness of the revelation, or it rather 
placed emphasis on the idea which 
Jesus himself declared. This made 
ne&ssary the larger. conception of 
God, since we were not fettered by 
the former inadequate and imperfect 
notions of God, “God having of old 
time spoken unto the fathers in the 
prophets by divers portions and in 
divers manners, hath at the end of 
these days spoken unto us in his Son.” 


We now attribute the imputation to 
God of acts of cruelty as the imper- 
fect understanding of God in the 
earlier stages of the progressivé reve- 
lation of God. We are relieved of 
the necessity of defending God, when 
we accept.as final authority the reve- 
lation of Jesus, who gave a perfect 
manifestation of God the Father 
whose love is special to each man 
and universal to all men. 

Harry Emerson Fosdick writes: 

“In this world where so many have 
groped after God, guessed about God, 
philosophized concerning God, the 


Master has lived a life of such self- 
authenticating spiritual grandeur that 
increasing millions of men when they 
wish to think about God can think 
nothing so tru so satisfactory, 
adequate as that the God they wor- 
ship is like Christ. St. Paul, who had 
been brought up in the Old Testa- 
ment’s noblest ideas of God, gained 
a new name for him when he had met 
the Master: ‘The God and Father of 
the Lord Jesus Christ.” 

In answer to the earnest inquirer 
after God, Jesus replied, “He that 
hath seen me hath seen the Father.” 


lI. 
FINAL cause which necessitates 
a larger conception of God in 
our modern world is the magnitude 
and complexity of our present world 
civilization. 

This is in contrast with the compar- 
ative simplicity of ancient life and so- 
ciety. 

The population of the world is 
vaster, the intermingling of the races 
of men is more pronounced, and the 
probleins of the world are move acute. 

The relationships of humanity are 
more intricate. Modern industry has 
dispensed with the jack of all trades, 
and as vocations have been specialized, 
people have become correspondingly 
more independent and_ interrelated. 
Political life has changed from self- 
sufficiency of a tribe and the separate- 
ness of a state to the absolute neces- 
sity of harmonious international rela- 
tionships. Our highly complex cCiv- 
lization with the drift to the cities ts 
widely different from a primitive sim- 
plicity of life in which men lived closer 
to nature and the soil. Faith came 
easy as men lived near ihe first cause 
of things, 

“Back of the loaf is the snowy flour, 
And back of the flour the mill, 
And back of the mill the wheat and 
the shower, 
The sun and the Father’s will.” 
A recent writer has said, ‘The sim-

pler man’s work is, and the nearer he 
comes to those original elements out 
of which all human production is built 
up, the less he can depend upon the 
manipulations of other men to bring 
him.advantage, the more he perceives 
the prime necessity of God. That 
why there is usually a more instinctive 
sense of God, a sturdier and more na- 
tive religious consciousness among 
people who live in the open than 
among those who live in the cities. No :

tween the results they work for, and 
the sources out of which they come. 
You can explain a city by expatiating 
upon the restless energies of men, but 
you cannot explain that way the ripen- 
ing of the grain, the silence of the 
winter snow, or the wakening magic 
of the birth of spring, the flight of the 
migratory birds, or the march of the 
stars across the open sky.”’ 

In this situation we are to pierce 
through the thin shows and superfi- 
cialities of life and show to men their 
dependence upon God and upon na- 
ture, and that even the withholding 
of rain could cause the collapse of our 
boasted civilization, and that one na- 
tion that violates the will of God can 
throw a world into consternation. With 
this lesson of our dependence we are 
to proclaim the God who is all-suffi- 
cient for the needs of men, and for the 
harmonizing of the nations of men. 

There is no reason for alarm in the 
representation of our changing con- 
ceptions of God. The stars and the 
sun and the earth and the light and the 
heart have remained unchanged in 
their beneficient ministry despite the 
varying theories which have been held 
concerning their nature and essence. 

Humanity has passed from many 
gads to one God, from one God of a 
favored nation to one God of all the 
nations, from a God of mere power 
to a God of love, but through all the 
increasing understanding of God, ‘‘He 
is the same yesterday, today and for- 
ever.”’

Religion of Example. 

Happily, not all parents are indif- 
ferent to the welfare of their chil- 
dren. There are parents of success- 
ful children who preach the religion 
of example as sincerely as the religion 
ever was preached. But there is no 
gainsaying the fact that making a 
home is a bigger problem today than 
it was 30 years ago. «Then it was a 
comparatively easy matter to be a 
parent and to do your duty as a par- 
ent. ‘Foday parenthood requires 
sterner rectitude to-eseape helpless- 
ness before the juggernaut of prog- 
ress“#hat has brought with its wealth, 
comforts and pleasures, discomfort, 
rebellion and degeneracy. 


No amount of preaching obedience 
to law theoretically can overcome the 
ill effects on the child who knows his 
father is a bootlegger or the booileg- 
ger’s best customer. And that goes 
many ways: father dodging his taxes, 
holding a conference on how to dodge 
them; father substituting shoddy ma- 
terials: for the proper kind, giving his 
son an example that might easily 
start him on the road to Sing Sing. 
The business of “putting something 
over on the next fellow in commercial 


deals” recited in a son’s presence is 


fatal to his young morals. The shreds 
of honesty are destroyed. 

The lying mother, lying to her 
friends, lying to her admirer, or lying 
to the husband, when once caught in 
the act by the child has ruined that 
child’s life.
